On thu quarter- 
deck of tho Tennessee sat Mrs. Secretary Whit- 
ney in company with several ottior ladies 
and tho Swedish minister at Washington, On 
tho steam yacht Hinda Jfr. George W. Childs 
tried to peep at the fleet through a pair of 
binoculars, but to judgo from the celerity 
with which he caoscd his investigation ic was 
apparent that tho fog had got tho best of 
him. However, at this point tho fog lifted 
for a moment and discovered the faco of the 
goddess, away up above tho clouds, covered 
with on onormous Froneh flag. 


On tho island a stand had been erected 


for tho 2,000 invited guests and another for 
tho speakers, both tastefully decorated with 
American and French nags. The French 
guests arrived first, headed by M. do Lessops, 
who was accompanied by his daughter und 
Mine. Bortholdi. They woro met by the 
American committee, who escorted them to 
tho seats arranged for thorn directly in front 
of tho speakers' stand. MIL Bartlmldi, du 
Ijessops, Lafaivro, audAdmiral Jtiures wero 
conducted to the stand. While waiting £or 
the presidential party GHlmore's band played 
national 
airs 
and made tho disagreea-

ns pleasant 


as possible. The specially favored ones "'ho 
wero willing and able to climb up tho 4>tt 
steps wero enabled to gain some idea of thu 
immensity of tho work. When landing after 
landing had been roachod, nnd one was in- 
formed that as yot ho was "only in the cel- 
lar," ho was disposal to tuni back, weary 
and fuint>hcarUKl. To thoso who climbod tho 
dark stnircoso to tho head, tho glory ot the 
eminent position, and the instinctive im- 
pression of danger from tho perceptible sway- 
ing of tho immense structure as tho storm 
boat agoiust it, wero the only rewords vouch- 
safed, unless it be that they could loo'.: down 
through tho corona on Liberty's head and 
see tho pooplo smaller than they ovor Iwforo 
behold thorn. From this position thu figures 
on tho tablet held' in tho statue's left hand 
\\oro visible andono could plainly read, "July 
IV, MDCCLXXVl" hi bas.relief. There is 
ono piece of copper to be put on yot, and that 
is a largo pioco of tho heel of Liberty's slip- 
per, loft o!T temporarily to afford somo light 
to t ho inside of tho statue. 


After a half hour of waiting, a doafening 


din of whistles, booming of cannon, ringing 
of bells and shouts of peoplo sent tlio news 
that President Cleveland and his party were 
noan'ng the island. As tho cutter Despatch, 
with tho president on board, made its way 
through the harbor, tho yards 0" all the men- 
of-war were manned, and llio presidential su-

lute of twenty-one guns was given. In a few 
moments President Cleveland, accompanied 
by (inn. Schoflcld, Maj. Gen. Banks and Lov- 
erott Saltonstall (officially representing Mas- 
sachusetts), Judges Lawrcnco, Hall Hoar 
aud Bookstaver appeared and proceeded to 
the stage amid the cheers of tho assemblage, 
which remained standing during their pass- 
ago to tho stand. Gon. Schofield came tothe 
front oi tho stand and raised his hand to 
stop tho whistling which was resounding 
from all tho steamers in tho harbor, but the 
attempt to begin tho ceremonies was futile, 
nnd for fully fifteen minutes longer tlio noisy 
demonstration was kept up. Dr. Storrs, 
however, began his prayer in tho midst of it 
all, and by the timo ho had finished, the noise 
had ceased. 


Dr. Storre prayed for prosix>rity upon 


tho present company, and that tho ceremo- 
nies of Uio unveiling might have Coil's Mess- 
ing. I!e gave thanks for tho kindly affec- 
tion from ono great peoplo toward another, 
and asked that wo might make a right uio of 
tlie occasion, that no violence of the elements 
or destroying earthquakes would over render 
this groat work futile, and that wo might ad- 
var.co in tho arts and sciences. He asked for 
prosperity for tho officers of the two nations, 
and that whatever was good in history might 
continue, 
Tho preacher ended with tho 


Lord's prayer, in w liich tbo people joined. 


Gen. Schofleld then introduced 1L de Les- 


bcps, who spoke in French. 
Tho following is 


a translation of his remarks: 


I havo eagerly accepted the gracious invi- 


tation extended by tho government of tbo 
groat American republic. A generous idea 
had inspired tho creation of tho statuo of 
Liberty; it honors equally thoso who con- 
ceived and thoso who havo shown their ap- 
preciation by accepting it. Lihertj-cnh'ghu 
enhig the world 1 Groat beacon rising from 
tho waves at tho threshhold of free A.mericn! 
Sotting foot on these shores, under its ruy.f, 
mon will recognize that they have reached a 
land where individuality develops in oil its 
strength; whore progress is a religion; where 
great fortunes are made popular ay chnrita- 
blo foundations, and by tho ei'.coui'agLMi'.ent 
of education and science, becoming the seeds 
of abundant harvests for posterity. 


You have reason, citizens of America, to 


bo proud of your "Go ahead!'' You have 
achieved the progress of your hundred year, 
by this ery and your intrepidity. In speaking 
to you of tho sympathy of France, I toel tha: 
I know how to express tho thought of all my 
countrymen, I^o painful or somber memory 
exists between those two peoples; they havo 
but one rivalry—that uf progress. We ac- 
cept your inventions as yon accept ours, 
without jealousy. Yon love the men who 
duro and who persevere. I say as you say, 
"Go ahead!'' 
We comprehend one another when I use 


this phrase. 1 feel, then, at horns among 
you. 
The illustrious descendants of the nobility 


of Franco who traversed tho'Atlnntic a cen- 
tury ago, bringing to the dawn of your inde- 
pendence tho ilevotod aid of our national 
sympathy, and dreaming of great destinies 
for you—their droaras have been surpassed! 


A century later our sympathies remain un- 


changed. '.The representatives of Franco to- 
day beuold America powerful and free, and 
they present to hor this emblem to proclaim 
that she has grown for liberty. 


An English historian, Hopworth Dixqn, 


has regarded yonr constitution as uxotic, 
born not of your soil, bu';in tho atmosphere 
of France. 
Whatever may bo Mr. Dixon's 


opinion, your law is thoroughly American, 
and I am proud to testify also that one may 
find in it a trace of French origin. It is a 
pleasure for mo to speak thus with open 
neart and to £eol that rny words are treas- 
ured as thoso of a true friend. 


Soon, gentlemen, wo will find ourselves as- 


sembled again to celebrate another peaceful 
conquest. 
Adieu, until wu meet agiun at 


Panama, where the North Au.oriean Hag of 
thirty-eight stars will wave by the side of 
tho banners of the independent South Amer- 
ican states, forming in tho new world for the 
advancement of humanity, tho peaceful and 
fertile alliance of the Franco-Latin and An- 
glo-Saxon races. 


When M. do Lesseps had finished his ad- 


dress there were loud cries for Bortholdi, 
who came forward and bowed and waved his 
hat to the audienco, and when tho people in- 
sisted upon a speech from tho sculptor, Son. 
. Schofleld abruptly cried out, "Mr. Bartholdi 
lias nothing to say, so there's no uso of talk- 
ing about it," and announced Senator Evarts, 
who presented the statuo in the name of tho 
American comiiiittoo to tho president of Inn 
United States. 


^Ir. Evorts: spooch was a;i eloquent pano- 


ygric on tuo conception and execution of tho 
great work of art and symbol ot liberty this 
day dedicated. Ho referred appropriately to 
tho long friendship 
between the United 


States and Franco and tbo original^causu oi 
it, with the results to both countries: eulo- 
gized tho artistic genius that conceived tho 
statuo and tho eugir.eering and mechanical.! 
skill that has placed it on pedestal not un- 
worthy ot it, wjoro it "stands on its Orm 
base as if a natural playmate of the ele- 
ments, fearing no harm from all tho winds 
that blow.'1 Ho spoko of its erection as the 
work of tho common people of both coun- 
tries. Then turning to tho president he re- 
citod tho action of congress, gave a brief 
history of tho delivery of the statue to Min- 
ister Jlortoa at Paris, July 4, ISSi, and ib, 
acceptance in th& narao of . tho United Statm 
and by authority of- congress, and then de- 
,clar6d'th0'statuo completod and surrendered 
to tho caro aud keeping of the government 
tmd people of tho United States. 


Wlicn .MK'Evarts had delivered about two- 


thirds of his address he mentioned the name 
of Bartholdi, which was tho occasion of Ilia 
,'iudionCG breaking forth into loud cheers. 
This was mistaken on tho part of those who 
uad charge for tbo conclusion of tho arl:lrc-s, 
r.-hsn tho unveiling was to take place. Ac- 
cordingly tho flag was withdrawn from the 
faco of the statue. This was tho signal to tlio 
stf:a:r.ei*s and batteries, and thoy immediately 
began a mighty salvo of cannonading and 
whistling, amid which Mr. Evarts helplessly 
took his seat. Tho salvo was continued with- 
out cessation for nearly twenty minutes. 
When this had ceased and Gilmore's band had 
played tho "Marsollalso'1 hymn, "Yankee 
Doorllo," and ','Tlie Star Spangled Banner,"

M. Lefaivre 
ir.adi! a short address, in which he extolled 
tho generosity of tho American pooploand 
expressed the hope that tho samo unanimity 
of feeling that had existed between the two 
groat nations for tho last century would con- 
tinue togukle and direct their connection in 
the future. 


Gilmore's band then rendered somo choice 


selections, and then 
Gen. Schofleld 
an- 


nounced Hon. Chauncey M. Depow, who do- 
livorod thi) commemorative oration, from 
which tho following is extracted, 


Wi! dedicate this statuo to the friendship of 


nations and the peace of thu world. 1'iio 
spirit of liberty embraces all races in com- 
mon brotherhood; it voices in all languages 
tlio samo needs and aspirations. Tlio lull 
power of its expansive mid progressive in- 
ihKMico can not bo reached until wars cease, 
armies are disbanded, and international tiis- 
pules aro settled by lawful tribunals and the 
principles of justice. Then tho iKoplo of 
uvtrv 
nation, 
secure 
from 
invasion, 


and" free from tho burden and menace 
of' 
great 
armaments, 
can 
calmly 


and dispassionately prumuto their own hap- 
piness ami nrobfu.Tiiy. The marvelous devel- 
opment, iiml progress of this republic is due 
to the fact Ih:it in rigidly mllimng to tho ad- 
vico nf Washington fnr absolute- nontr:dity 
and non-intorfefiMico in tho politics oiul poli- 
cies of other governments, wo havo avoided 
tliu nwessitv of depleting our industries - to 
feed our armies, of taxing and impoverish- 
ing our resources to carry on war, and of 
limiting our liberties to concentrate pov/'jr in 
our government. Our groat civil strife, witii 
ail its nxpeiiilituro of blood and treasure, was 
a ten-Mile strife Cor freedom.

to the"slave. Tho divine thought which en- 
trusted to the conquered the full measure ot 
homo rulo unrl accorded to thorn an- equal 
share nf imperial power was thu inspiration 
of God. A\ ith sublimo trust, iu left to HLwrty 
the elevation of tho fropdmon to political 
rights and tho conversion of tho rebel to 
IMitriotic citizenship. 
Tho rays from this torch illumine a cen- 


turv of unbroken friendship between Franco 
and" tho United States. Peaco and its oppor- 
tunities for material progress and the expan- 
sion of popular liberties, sends from hero a 
noble and fruitful lesson to all tho world. It 
will teach the peoples of all countries that in 
curbing tho ambitions nnd <Jynasr.ic pur- 
iffises of princes and privilged classes, and 
in cultivating tho brotherhood of man, lies 
' the true rond to their enfranchisement. Tho 
friendships of individuals—that selfish dovp- 
tion to reich other, their willingness to dio in 
each other's stood—uro tho most tender and 
touching of hunian records; thoy aro tho in- 
spiration of youth and tho solace of nge. But 
nothing human is so beautiful and sublimo 
as two great peoples of alien race and lan- 
guage transmitting down tho ages a love lio- 
gntton in gratitude, and strengthened as 
they increase in power and assimilate in their 
institutions and liberty. 


Jlr. Dopow thon proceed oJ to depict the 


romancn of tlie French alliance, and spoke 
feelingly »f the chivalry with which the sol- 
ilicrs of France treated our ragged continent- 
als and of the loi'o ot liberty that had Inspired 
Lafayotte and many others of his compatri- 
ots to espouse the causo of our infant repub- 
lic. He reviewed the history of our connec- 
tion with Lafyyette and Franco during the 
revolution ami for many years after until the 
death o.' tint gallant son of France. The 
orator spoko of the great progress of democ- 
racy and said: 


American liberty has been £or a century a 


beacon light for tlio nations. 
Under its 


teachings anil by the force of its example, 
the Italians have exix>lled thoir 't>ctty und ar- 
bitrary princelings and united under a par- 
liamentary government: tlie gloomy despot- 
ism of Spain has boon dispelled by tho repre- 
sentatives of tho people and a freo press: the 
gnmt German race liavo domonstatod their 
power for empire and their ability to gov- 
ern themselves. 


The speaker said that tho genius of Bar- 


tholdi had given majestic form and expres- 
sion to the idea conceived by the grand men 
whoso eloquent voices and powerful sympa- 
thies were with us of old. Mr. Depow grace- 
fully linished liis remark by alluding to tha 
noble symbolism of the statue. 
Ho brought 


out the idea of thu ancionts representing gods 
and goddesses in colossal statuary, and in 
later times figures of noted men, but none 
could compare with this "tho grandest result 
of science, invention ami industrial progress" 
that "rises to heaven to illustrate an idea 
which nerved" all tho men that over fought 
for freedom. 


The orator concluded in theso words: "1 


devoutly boliovc that from tho unseen and 
tho unknown,.two great souls have come to 
participate in this celebration. The faith 
for which thoy died fulfilled, tho cause for 
which thoy battled triumphed, the people 
they loved in the full enjoyuieut o£ th6 rights 
for which they labored and fought and suf- 
fered, tho spirit voices o£ Washington and 
Lafayette join in tho glad acclaim of France 
and the United States to 'Liberty Enlight- 
ening tho "World.1'' 


When Mr. Depsw had finished his oration, 


tho doxology was sung by all, standing, 
after whir-li Bishop Potter pronounced tuo 
benediction. Tho assembly which had pa- 
tiently sat i:i tho rain during the long exor- 
cises, thon made speed to tho boats. 
With 


the exception of the president and his party 
and tho French delegates no order of em- 
barkation was observed, and "high and low, 
rich and poor, one with another," made thoiv 
best individual effort to reach the city, which 
both tho falling darkness and tho mist ren- 
dered invisible) to the throngs of anxious 
home-seekers.

THE PEELINGS AN'D CORES. 


Of course tho market varies on tho prico 


realized, but It averages about flvo cents for 
choico rings. 
There aro generally sixty 


hands employed about tho average ovapora- 
tor. 
Besides the peelers, hands ar« employed 


to supply the girls with apples, to put them 
in and take them out of tho towers, to help 
unload from tho wagons, and night and day 
bonds to fire tho furnaces and watch tho 
fruit in process of evaporation. A bushel 
of apples will turn out about fivo pounds ot 
dried fruit, from which it -will bo seen that 
there ia a fair profit in the business. 


The peelings and cores are evaporated in 


tho same manner as tho apples, and are 
packed and shipped away, selling in the 
neighborhood of two cents a pound. These. 
goods aro usod for making jel'.y, nnd n goodly 
portion ot the jellies scon on tho shelves ot 
erocory stores has boon squeezed from apple 
peels and cores. Dried fruit is not only used 
to a, largo extent here, but is exported, 
France consuming a large amount annually. 
The evaporators do an immense amount of 
rood to the community in which they arc 
located. Bcsidci employing labor they create 
a demand for fruit which could find no mar- 
ket. The dried fruit is shipped mostly to 
Chicago commission merchant, who lind no 
trouble in making ready sales. Some of tho 
moro wealthy operators do not Mil at once. 
but hold for winter prices, Host ot them, 
however, go on tho small profit and quick re- 
turn principle,— Centralia (Ills.) Cor. Chjcago 
Tribune.
